A ttac k s in Blackness 
Both attacks tam e in the black­ 
ness found only at sea. One was a1 
five in thc morning, thc other at 
midnight. 
Both those periods were filled 
with an anxiety that seems like a 
nightmare, now that solid ground 
is under foot. Passengers stood by 
lifeboat stations, scarcely able to 
see even each other in thc dark­ 
ness. not knowing when a torpedo 
might tear the ship from under 
their feet in a blinding flash. 
Nineteen hours separated thc 
attacks. 
If the submarines which launched 
the first blow survived the deadly 
depth charges which were hurled 
from the decks of our naval es­ 
corts it seemed they would 'ignal 
to a German bomber base the po­ 
sition of our convoy. 
The fact that sky-raiders did 
not come may have indicated the 
depth 
charges 
which 
rumbled 
across the sea like thunder found 
their mark. 
The craft known to have gone 
under the numbing wintry waves 
included thc largest of the nearly 
two score ships which made up 
the convoy. It was a massive whal- 
er-factory craft with the lines of 
an outsized bath tub. It took two 
torpedoes to wound it mortally. 
The other certain losses were two 
freighters and an oil tanker. 
When the second attack came 
we were on the fringe of the area 
which H itler’s undersea m araud­ 
ers usually infest. The convoy di*- 
pcrsed the moment the first mid­ 
night torpedo let go 
in the vitals 
of a freighter bobbing along on 
our starboard beam, only a few 
hundred yards away. 
E>om then on (very ship was 
on its own and we did not sight 
any of our convoy-sisters the rest 
of the voyage. 
The most striking thing about 
the ordeal that no one of the hun­ 
dred passengers will ever forget 
was their own remarkable cool­ 
ness.

THE MISUSE OF PRESCRIPTIONS 


CLARIFYING A LIVE QUESTION 


"Wnr is absolutely immoral, and truth is 


i'ls first casualty," says a pacifi.st minister. 
VVoll. as Hie radio em'mors say, "true or 
false?" 


Doesn't tho morality or immorality of a 


v.ar depend on the purposes for which it is 
fon-hl and the \v;iy in which it is fought? 


If a nation is alUu'ked \vilhout provoca- 


tion, isn't it as moral and right to fight back 
as it is for a citizen to fight for his wife and' 
children when they are attacked? In short, 
isn't any honestly defensive war right and 
moral ? 


If we deny ihU principle of legitimate 


self-defense against aggression, we condemn 
nations to complete pacifism, and in so doing 
we lay them wide open to attack and exter- 
mination by predatory nations. The natural 
result of such a policy, widely practiced, 
would be 1o turn the whole civilized world 
ovc:\ in a short litre, to aggressive mili-

We may smile at the story of the Scotchman 


who kept himself sick at the stomach trying to use 
up all the medicines that were left after his wiig 
had recovered from a prolonged illness. 1 sometimes 
wonder if the individual who iinds a bottle with 
the number of the physician's prescription for medi- 
cine thereon and takes it to the druggist to be filled 
for himself is showing any more sense. 


A druggist spoke feelingly about this use of a 


prescription by the patient himself after he had re- 
covered from his illness or by another member of 
the family or by a friend of the family. "I am a 
registered pharmacist who is frequently moved by 
the misuse of drugs on the part of thp general pub- 
lic. The new lood and drug laws have done much to 
remove the evils of patent medicine treatment, but 
there is one practice still brings grief to many in- 
nocent people, and that is the taking of medicine 
by patients after tile physician considers them fully 
recovered. I am called upon to refill prescriptions of 


sons getting drugs which were prescribed for them 
as long as twenty years ago!" 
, 
A natural answer to these statements is that as 


"the physician had prescribed for a headache, for in- 
digestion, for constipation, a severe cough, or other 
symptoms, that the patient is perfectly justified in 
'using the same prescription when he is attacked by 
the same symptoms for, which the physician pre- 
scribed. Similarly, any member of the family or 
even a neighbor could safely use the prescriotion 
for similar symptoms.

What patients, relatives, friends nnd neighbors 


forget is that the original prescription was given for 
an individual with symptoms that were due to cer- 
tain disturbances in the body, whereas the symp- 
toms—headache, indigestion—in another individual 
may be due to entirely different disturbances. As a 
headache may be due to over 100 different causes, 
and indigestion to simple gas formation or to early 
c.incer, it can readily be seen that the use of a 
prescription intended for the symptoms in one in- 
dividual could cause harm in another either by up- 
setting him. or giving him a feeling of safety, 
which'would cause him to neglect consulting a phy- 
sician in time to receive proper treatment. ^
